THE NINE-MONTH YEAR 


In the forefront of discussion at present, is the pro¬ 
posed reduction of the school year from 200 days to 180 
days. In tne recent conference of prairie premiers, this 
move has been considered as one form of reduction in 
provincial expense. The government school grant would 
cover only 180 days instead of the former 200 days. So 
many angles present themselves that it -is difficult to see 
how the matter could be made effective tjiis yeur. 

Assuming that the province of Alberta decides on the 
!80 day grant. Would it be compulsory for all schools 
to operate on the 180 day basis, or if some schoohj 
decided to carry on'tor the 200 days, would they have a 
right to do so. It would mean a considerable increase in 
city or municipal school tax, to carry the entire expense 
of the extra 20 days. One would suppose there would 
have to be a uniformity in the course of study covered. 
If some schools operated nine months and others ten 
months, how could it be expected that they could fulfil 
the same course? 

Every teacher from Grade I to Grade XII wilt insist 
that the present schedule means ten full months of work, 
and that to cover the same work i n nine months would 
be impossible. This would mean a new curriculum of 
study with less ground covered. A new curriculum need 
not be a very complicated matter. 

It might eliminate the least important sections of each 
unit and these could probably be reduced, by a consider¬ 
able fraction without any serious loss.

LA BELLE FRANCE 


ft' one must consider unfavorable conditions, it is less 
wearing to consider those which are some distance away. 
The Toronto Saturday night presents a picture of the at¬ 
titude of France toward Canada, which perhaps bears out 
tiio^ contentions that France has quite a little responsibil¬ 
ity in crippling international trade, and making difficult 
times more difficult for other nations. The Saturday 
Night says: _ 

“Franco's manner of international dealings lias deprived 
Canada of the benefits it properly expected to enjoy under 
: he 1-Tarico-Ganadi.in treaty of 1922. By the terms of that 
,.vaty, Canada accorded To France tlie advantage of its 
n.errnediate tariff, which i_s considerably lower than the 
, •livr.ii tar.ff', and in addition gave special fixed duty rates 
n a substantial range of French commodities, including 
..mes, todet goods, rilk.s and laces, chemicals. In return 
i ranee gave .Canada her minimum tariff, but under the 
treaty site reserved the right to alter these minimum rates 
it will. -The ink was hardly dry on the ■signatures to the 
convention before France began raising her tariff duties 
gradually closing her doors to tile products Canada ex¬ 
pected to sell to her under the treaty. Now, French mini¬ 
mum duties on it number of these products are so high as 
lo be almost prohibitive. When the treaty was made the 
Frencii duty on Canadian wheat was 28'-c cents a bushel 
ind it is now 85 contft; the treaty duty on canned salmon 
was $1.19 a hundredweight, and it is now $2.91. 

The Canadian government has endeavored to secure a 
revision of tne treaty in a matter to make its benefits re¬ 
ciprocal, but France was not playing that kind of a game, 
o the Ottawa government has decided to take Canada 
mt of the roll of an easy-mark and has served the re¬ 
tired six months' notice on Paris of the termination of 
the treatq. It is held here that our balance of trade with 
v'rance would be considerably better without the treaty, 
that we would sell that country just about as murh and 
import less from her of goods which can either lie produc¬ 
ed at home or bought within the Empire. For the last 
year our trade with France was about balanced, at $15,- 
iOOJIOO each way. but the previous year we imported to 
the extent of about $22,000,(8)0 against export of only 
$16,000(000.

We'll wager a lot of the business men who sat around 
the Marquis tables Wednesday, will do morq rqading on 
the gold standard, after having their interest whetted by 
Mr. Coote's speech. It is In times of stress we art* arous¬ 
ed to put our brains to more work reading and pondering 
over questions, that in normal times we would pass up as 
only topic* for the economists alone to write and think 
about. Depressions shake up- the world brdly, but thev 
have an advantage in making us do more solid thinking 
i han is usual with most of us. 

Most of the local bankers were out to hear the farmer 
M.P. talk about the gold standard. While they may not 
have accepted all that he said, they could not complain 
shout the fairness of his treatment of the subject. He 
quoted bankers on several occasions and in mentioning the 
late Ch.is. E. Neil, of the Royal Bank, he termed him 
'Canada's foremost banker.’ ’I -

There has been brought to the 
Times office a story of Russia, taken 
from the experience of an engineer. 
Mr. Harry Byers, who has just re¬ 
turned to his home in Ontario after 
three rears in Soviet employment. 
Mr. Byers tells of his experiences to 
the Klinira Signet. “Conditions in 
Russia are extremely critical, a- food 
is scarce and high in price. 

“Meat such as hams sells for $25 
a pound, while horse and even dog 
meat is the regular bill of faro. For 
three weeks Mr. Byers and wife liv.d 
on dug meat. A lemon, aii orange or 
a small lump of salt, cost $1.00. He 
sold a pair otiroq leather boots once 
for $it) 0 .'oo. 

“During the past two years far¬ 
mers have had their land taken from 
them, and some learning that this 
was to happen, scretcd their livestock 
killed and buried it for eating purpo¬ 
ses, later digging it up bit by bit.” 

Mr. Byers helps to dig trenches to 
which the Reds .brought all those re¬ 
ligiously inclined, and they were 
there shot. The trenches were cov¬ 
ered over, often before the victims 
were dead. 

During his duties, the speaker rode 
horseback and on one occasion his 
horse died on a journey. He left it 
by the roadside. Returning, he found 
men cutting up the dead horse for 
meat and later it was cooked in a 
nearby blacksmith shop. 

For his three year service he was 
paid $8000. 

A Toronto engineer who has also 
returned, corroborates Mr. Byers’ 
story. It would seem that (Ieorge Her 
nard Shaw and Lady Astor did not 
see the grim realities.

Decreased in Numbers of Live Stock 
Drastic Cut in Prices 


Things Might. be Worse Than They 
Are in Alberta—Michigan for 
Instance 


LJ.F.A. Will Have Many and Varied 
Questions to Pass on at Convention 


A summary of U.S. livestock condi¬ 
tions shows that present prices are 
about half what they were in 1929. 
The gross income is about 40 per cent 
of that of 1929, but this is somewhat 
offset by a general 20 per cent, de¬ 
creased in commodities bought by far¬ 
mers. 

The total number of livestock has 
decreased about 6 per cent. From the 
record of 71,000.000 cattle in U.S. in 
1918, these have declined to about 66- 
000,000 in ’28 and are still dropping. 

Hog numbers in 1931 were 13 per 
cent, lower than that of 1920. As a 
result of the expansion of hog indus¬ 
try in Europe, hog prices in U.S. are 
now the lowest since 1908. 

The sneep industry is at the peak 
of production, numbers having in¬ 
creased greatly in the past ten years 
with this season’s crop the largest, 
on record. Lamb prices are now the 
lowest since 1911.

Here in Alberta farm lands occas¬ 
ionally fall to the Province or to the 
municipality for unpaid taxes, hut in 
the better areas such cases are rare. 
The reason is that Alberta’s land tax 
es as yet are very small. School 
municipal and provincial taxes upon 
a quarter section do not weigh heav¬ 
ily in most instances. 

'Alberta farmers, though they 
sometimes grumble about the taxes 
on their land, should be glad they do 
not live in Michigan. During the 
boom years in that State, land •'axes 
were boosted sky high. Starting 
about 1915, the demand for better 
roads lead to a tremendous amount of 
.ponding, and in an investigation re¬ 
cently the New York Times learned 
some startling facts. Instances of 
uigh taxes on farm lands, - gathered 
by the Times, follow: 

’Ihere was a thirteen-acre farm 
valued at $1100 upon which the road 
tax levied last year for $740; there 
s a 30-acre farm for which a man 
and his wife struggled for many 
years. _ Finally it was free of debt, 
hut then the man died. His widow 
was dependent upon the rent from the 
farm. The assessed valuation of the 
place $6000, and $1423 has been ev- 
ied upon it in taxes during the past 
few years, a sum the widow cannot 
pay. There is a 70-year-old couple 
who — fur 40 years supported thetn- 
selves on a small truck farm valued 
at $5100. Their total tax last year 
was $856. which they cannot meet, 
and they must lose their home. There 
is another farm in Macomb County 
whose road tax last year amounted 
to $21,000. There are 40 acres in 
Oakland County with $65,000 tax de¬ 
linquencies. not all Covert road tax, 
it is true, but the delinquency is due 
to it. Obviously farmers cannot pay 
uch taxes, nor can the counties hope 
o recover the delinquencies by tax 
sales. 

Alberta wants better highways, 
but we do not want them at the ex¬ 
pense of such burdens upon the pco 
pie on the land.—Lethbridge Herald.

He is 
handling a very difficult situation, 
alive to the responsibilities of his 
position and in touch with the grave 
danger which faces India and the 
British Empire if men of the stamp 
of Gandhi and his followers are al¬ 
lowed to spread their seditious doc¬ 
trines in the guise of Indian patriots.

The Ford Motor Co. has taken ov¬ 
er a little village near the factory, 
and is experimenting in placingi-the 
inhabitants en masse in a state’of 
independence. 

Conditions are ideal for the ex¬ 
periment. The village has about 500 
families, all deeply in debt, and liv¬ 
ing far ahead of their ability. The 
Ford Co. has taken the heads of these 
families out of the $6 a day group 
ind given them work at 12$4 cents 
an hour. One dollar,a «riay is what is 
Considered actually necessary to feed 
he families, and goods are sold prac¬ 
tically at wholesale prices. Mean¬ 
while the company will O.K. all out¬ 
standing accounts, electrjc, gas, in¬ 
stalment payments and real estate 
contracts. For supplies I.O.U.’s are 
accepted. There are no banks. Noth¬ 
ing is given free. 

The debt problem is a heavy centre 
if attack. There were homes with 
•lectric washing machines and no 
Y>od; with waffle irons and no bat- 
*.er with vacuuhi cleaners and no 
rugs. 

One family bought an “easy term" 
washing machine because a turkey 
.v.as' given free with each machine 
purchased. 

The whole financing is taken over 
by the company, and these families 
driven just such money as are needed 
for day to day necessities. It is hop¬ 
ed eventually -to get all the debts 
paid off and start them afresh. 


The high reputation of Canada 
for the pacific settlement of dis¬
